SUITABLE fire hall be erected and 
that such measures be taken gen- 
erally as are necessary to secure a 
proper system of fire protection.” 
What the most “suitable” engine 
and most ‘suitable’ fire hall are, 
might be decided at a public 
meeting of tho ratepayers at a lat- 
er date, 

The by-law is for $12,000, which 
will be extended over twenty years, 
making a payment of $600 with 
interest annually. 

Some ratepayers favor a water 
works system, others favor a muni- 
cipal ownership of a joint electric 
light plant and waterworks system 
—which might be alright at a lat- 
er date—but the ratepayers of We- 
taskiwin must consider the instal- 
lation of some system of protec- 
tion for this winter. 

The engine to be purchased will 
always be a valuable asset, and 
could be sold at any time for al- 
most the amount pai!, but in the 
meantime would give us_protec- 
tion for the presei!, by having 
water tanks sunk in convenient 
places in the town. 

The town cannot afford to be 
without protection this winter. 
We experienced a severe lesson 
last June, and another fire before 
next spring would be disastrous to 
the town as well as to the individ.
